I expect the apoſtle alludes, in the text, to 
the firſt- fruits among the people of Iſrael, which 
were to be preſented to the Lord. Amon 1 
them the firſt- born of man and of beaſt, as well 
as the firſt- fruits of the earth, were conſidered 
as belonging to Gop.: The tribe of Levi was 
taken for prieſts and miniſters of the ſanctuary, 
inſtead of the firſt-born of every family. Chriſt 
is the firſt-fruit of the Father's love. It is to 
divine love we are indebted for him, and all 
the favors and bleſſings we receive through 
him: it is through this precious fruit of Ix Ho- 
vA s love we are ſaved, and made partakers 
of all the riches of his goodneſs. Jefas is the 
flirft-born of every creature, the firſt begotten 
from the dead, the firſt- fruits of them that flept, 
that, in all things, he might have the pre- 
eminence ; the right of inheritance, of prieſt- 
hood,” and of government, which in ancient 
times belonged” to the firſt-born, all attach to 
him in the fulleſt ſenſe. Chriſt ſeſus, there- 
fore, is the firſt-fruit in che higheſt poſſible | 
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The apoſtles were the firſt fruits of Chriſt's 
miniſtry; they were given to him as ſuch by 


the Father: yet the apoſtles were to brin 
forth fruit in their miniſtry, who are alſo calle 
firft-Truits. We read of the firſt - fruits in 
Achaia, &c. in reference to the effects pro- 
duced by the apoſtolic miniſtry. The Lord 
_ choſe his immediate followers, and ordained 
them, that they ſhould go forth, and bring 
forth much fruit, and that their fruit ſhould re- 
main, (i. e.) that they ſhould preach the goſpel 
im the world, and thereby bring forth many 
ſinners from a ſtate of ignorance and rebellion, 
as fruits unto Gop and the Lamb, and that the 
effects of their miniſtry ſhould be permanent. 
That not only the apoſtles and firſt chriſtians, 
but all who believe on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt in 
the preſent ſtate, are firſt-fruits, in the ſenſe in 
which the expreſſion 1s uſed in the text, I think 
is evident, The apoſtle ſpeaks of all thoſe 
whom 'Gop hath . rig of his own will by 
the word of truth, as being a kind of firſt-fruits 
of his creatures; but all who believe on the 
name of Chriſt are born of the will of Gop ; 


it follows that all ſuch are included in the firſt-

Salt is not in- 
tended to ſeaſon itſelf, but ſomething elſe to 
which it is applied: and the ſaints, as ſalt, are 
intended to ſeaſon the earth. Therefore when 
the ſaints are called fruits, we may ſafely con- 
clude, that, as ſuch, they are intended to be a

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I]) he term firſt- fruits evidently implies that 
there are other fruits to be collected in due 
ſeaſon, ſo men generally underſtand it, except 
in one caſe, I mean when it implies the univer- 
ſal reſtoration ; but why an exception ſhould 
be made in this caſe, more than any other, I 
know not. Does any man ſuppoſe, that it 
would be diſhonourable to Gop, to make all 
Huis creatures ultimately pure and happy? If 
| fo, was it not diſhonourable for him to create 
them pay and happy at firſt? Does any one 
{uppole, that if the whole creation be made 
happy, his enjoyment will be thereby di- 
miniſhed ? He ought rather to think the con- 
trary, if his preſent happineſs ariſes from feel- 
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ings of love. The firſt-fruits among the Jews 
were not the whole harveſt, but a part thereof, 
which was preſented to the Lorn; and, when 
accepted by him, an earneſt of his bleſſing 
upon the whole. When the firſt-ſruits were 
collected, the Ifraelites did nat ſet fire to their 
fields, and totally conſume all the remainder: 
no, they collected the remamder afterwards; 
When Chriſt is called the firſt-fruits of them 
that ſlept, no one 1magmes that none but Chriſt 
ſhall riſe. from the dead; but, on the contrary; 
it is generally ſuppoſed that his reſurrection is 
an earneſt of the reſurrection of all the dead.

Ihe benefits ariſing from believing the gol- 
pel, and following Chriſt, are Very great in the 
Preſent life. The knowledge of forgiveneſs of 
ſins is an ineſtimable bleſſing, and is enjoyed 
by all who believe. View the man who is 
under fin, and ſenſible of his ſituation :—his 
_ conſcience: is full of guilt and  remorſe—his 
mind is the ſeat of condemnation — his boſom 
is agitated with a thouſand tormenting fears, 
gloomy forebodings, and diſmal apprehenſions 
_ of death, judgment, future puniſhment—the 
dreadful conſequences of his living in rebellion 
againſt Gob, and of his neglecting the goſpel 
of Chriſt. Is ſuch a man's ſtate enviable? It 
muſt neceſſarily be wretched to an extreme, 
and however men may ſtupify their deen 


for- a ſeaſon, they will ſooner or later feel 
themlelves the ſubjects of this wretched- 
neſs.” What happineſs can earthly enjoyments 
afford to perſons in ſuch a ſituation? Having 
the wrath of Gop abiding on them, they can 
enjoy no real felicity. What an unſpeakable 
bleſlng it muſt be to be delivered from ſuch a 
ſtate to be juſtified by faith, and have peace 
with Go», through our Lord Jeſus Chriſt - to 
have our ſins forgiven for his name's ſake to 
have our conſciences freed from guilt and con- 
demnation — to have flaviſn tormenting fear 
caſt out, and our minds filled with joy and 
peace through believing — to exchange our 
ee. apprehenſions and diſmal forebodings, 
or a hope full of immortality, which is as an 
anchor to the ſoul, ſure and ſteadfaſt, reaching 
unto that within the veil.
